My dear . 

As I jlUWllll m my Idler of Feb- 
ruary 16th. I am writing you in 
order to |ii ve some suggestions aa to 
the planting of the corn crop, which 
1 think will be helpful. 

Corn if MM chief crop in the great- 
er part of the United States. It ia 
grown to nome extent in every state, 
ami in the corn belt it is grown as 
a money crop. In Eastern Kentucky, 
■MM acres are planted to corn than 
to all other crops combined. 

A large per cent of all the corn 
used in the entire 
lucky is shipped in; in 
amounting to thousands of bushels. 
Tin- farmers who buy this corn must, 
of course, earn the money to pay 
for it by working at something other 
than farming. In the past there has 
been plenty of work, such as haul- 
ing lumber and cross-ties, logging, 
digging coal, etc. By such work it 
has been possible in the past to earn 
s..m.-tl.ing with which to buy the 
feed w hich was not produced on the 
farm. In some counties there is not 
now so much of such work as there 
was a few years ago. The timber

The earlier in the season the plow- 
ing can be done the hetter.

Oet it covered as early in 
the season as possible so it will have 
the best chance to do its work.

\ detailed report of ii sttidv fj* 
farm work and school attendance 
n seven counties in Kentucky in 
IHf has jnsl been published by the 
National Child Labor Committee in 
Ihe quarterly Child Labor Bulletin. 
Rural Child labor has never receiv- 
ed much attention, according to this 
Committee, but reeent studies in 
Colorado. Kentucky and other slates 
show that there is a close connec- 
tion between children's work on the 
farms and the poor school attend- 
ance and high percentage of illiter- 
acy in rural dislriets. 

One reason for this slate of affairs 
is saiti to he that "farm work is 
steady, whereas illness (as a cause 
if absence' is occasional: more- 
over farm work occurs year after 

once." 

rite work the children do on Ken- 
tucky farms is chiefly in the tobacco 
Ileitis, the investigators found, al- 
though other forms of farm work 
also exist. Considerable space is 
given in the report to a discussion 
of the economic condition of the 
tenant farmer, because, "it may be 
that under the customary arrange- 
ments for sharing products with the 
landowners, for borrowing money 
ami obtaining credit at stress, the 
tenant fanner is unable to keep his 
children in srhtsil throughout the 
term on account of the demands of 
Ins work anil his inability to hire 
labor.' A Kentucky school trustee 
is quoted as saying, "dive us a fair 
STiM for our tobacco and I will 
guarantee that the fanners will send 
their children to school am 
acy will be wiped out."
